It’s too bad that the Victoria Minor Hockey Association and 
the Commercial Hockey League can’t be compatible. After all, 
they're theoretically committed to the same result—the good of 
the sport, And as such have been doing a wonderful job in the 
city - 

However, the rucus which occurred this week with the resi 
nation of president Bill Davison of the Minor Association and 
refereein-chief Jack Lockie over the Jack Milburn incident 
means in effect that certain factions are again at loggerheads 
and the sooner the crisis is cleared up the better for all concerned 

The petty differences of the warring officials don’t hurt any- 
one but the youngsters. And if the powers that they 

are betraying their trust in the ger ger 
ation by their actions, then they are perfectly 
correct 

Davison had no alternative but to abdl- 
cate his position in view of the circumstances, 
as he then knew them, as did Lockie by the 
same book. 

Davison, by his own admission, has been be- 
set by a “terrific amount of interferefice” this 
year which caused him to remark “they don't 
need a president any more. I'm fed up with it, 
although if the kids need a hand I'll only be 
too glad to give it to them. But not as pres- 
ident. Not after this doublecross.” 

The situation in a nutshell is this: 

Milburn had his suspension lifted by the B.C.A.HLA. for an 
alleged attack on referee Lockie last season although the C.A. 
H.A. has informed Davison a year’s suspension on Milburn is 
still in effect. 

(Lockie has a doctor’s report, sworn affidavits from five 
witnesses and scars on his thigh to show for the allegation.)

When informed last week that Individual Cleaners would 
seek to dress Milburn Monday night, Davison protested, only 
to be informed hy Commercial League prexy Doug Fletcher that 
special permission had been granted Milburn to play by B.C. 
president Dr. Larry Giovando 

Ivan Temple, island representative for the minors to the 
B.C.A.H.A., vouched for authenticity of Giovando’s ruling, but 
discretely declined to comment on possible far-reaching aspects 
of the case. 

Perhaps Milburn deserves another chance; That is not for 
us to say, although established precedence would seem to indi- 
cate the controversial suspension was in order and justified if 
Milburn was proven guilty, which seems to be a controversial 
issue in itself. Cliff Coulter of the Commercial League drew a 
year’s suspension for kissing referee Leo Ornest with his fist 
last season. Reportedly Milburn’s attack was more severe as 
Lockie’s scars will testify 

One point in Milburn’s favor is that at the time of 
original suspension he was not given a chance to defend - 
self. He later appealed the suspension and, following several 
unreported meetings, at which, it has been learned, Lockie's 
charges were not backed up by factual evidence, the eventual 
disposition of the case was left in Giovando’s hands 

It would appear on the surface that Giovando had it within 
his power of office to grant such permission to Milburn. But 
also, it would appear that Temple, as B.C. representative, should 
know who is appealing Milburn’s case. He doesn't. 


Why Keep Secrets From One Another? 


If Davison and Lockie stick to their announced code of 
ethics, though there’s some doubt that they will resign, they 
should be commended Regardiess, it would be worth their 
while to show that same code to other officials in the city. The 
time spent would be worth while. 

Perhaps, too, the C.A.H.A. would be interested in this unique 
situation as one city official has inferred. And perhaps ,also, 
the big brass will get a full report of the Milburn case from the 
beginning to end. And this is no idle threat, the author of an- 
other remark intimated. . 

It’s our guess that the situation goes deeper than is shown 
on the surface and the quicker the name callers quit hurling 
inuendos and get back to playing hockey, the more respect they 
will have. 

The youngsters are the first to respect authority. The ques- 
tion is: Have they any to respect in view of the present exigency?

Most spectacular feature of the 
instrument is the speed and 
weight of its ultra-tiny bullets 
IThe bullets are electrons, the 
smallest known particles of mat 
jter.

Light 
travels only a few feet per second 
‘faster than that. 
The speed of the bullets is so 
great that the electrons increase 
their weight of mass 2,000 times 
|during the trip. This gives them 
lterrific striking power—the abil- 
ity to smash atoms in possibly 
new ways.

One question which the Ald 
riches discuss is about fondling 
or loving babies 
mothers often ask whether fond 
ling is proper. For some reason 
they sometimes feel that it may 
be wrong for babies to be rocked, 
hugged or mothered, and that the 
infant in order to be healthy must 
be raised as practically “un 
touched by human hands.” 


Conscientious 


It is not géod, of course, for a 
baby to have indiscriminate fon 
dling by friends and relatives. 
Like everything else, this matter 
can be overdone. The more people 
who come in close contact with 
the baby the greater the chance 
of giving the infant some infec 
tion. To feel that a mother and 
father should not give the in- 
fant physical affection, however, 
is to inflict unintentional cruelty 
GO EASY ON INFANT 

Evéryone thrives on some af- 
fection and probably infants most 
of all. Of course, it is good to 
fondle babies—-good for the baby 
and good for the parents. This 
does not mean bouncing a baby 
around roughly or exposing it to 
colds or other infections. 

Two principles should govern: 
treat a baby as you would like to 
be treated if you were young and 
helpless; and remember that 
signs of affection are appreci- 
ated even before a child can talk. 


- The rewards of proper handling 


in infancy will be reaped when 
the child gets older. 


Children who are excessively 
shy are often considered dull if 
the condition is not understood 
by their elders. While children 
differ in their degrees of sociabil- 
ity, some are shy because they 
lack self reliance and the ability 
to associate with others. Small 
responsibilities at home and more 
freedom from Mummy's apron 
strings may help the child to 
become more sociable with 
others,

China is essentially an agri-| 


cultural country. Almost 400 
million Chinese earn their living 
directly from the soil, But before 
the Communist revofution, 80 per 
cent of the peasants did not own 
the land they cultivated. It was 
owned by nobles, speculators and 
money -lenders' who extracted 
ruinous rents and kept the peas- 
ants in the most utter misery. 

China has always kept a pre- 
carious balance between — her 
natural food resources and the 
size of her population. When 


|something went wrong with the 
j}food supply because of a flood, 


a drought, an epidemic, a war 
or a revélutidn, five or 10 million 
Chinese died of hunger. Poverty 
does not always lead to death 
but it can often lead to ruin. 
The peasant who had no food 
in reserve to carry him from 
one season to another was 
obliged to sink into debt each 
time some unforeseen trouble 
assailed him. Interest rates 
varied between 40 and 60 per cent 
and sometimes ran as high as 
100 per cent. If the peasant was 
unable to pay on: time, the 
money-lender, who .was usually 
the mandarin, seized his land.
